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New Trotting 
Centre Planned 


Is Altona to become the top trotting centre in 


the State? 


The question now being asked around 
the district follows an announcement by 
the Trotting Control Board. 


The board said that it is interested in 150 acres 
of crown land at the junction of the Princes Highway 
(Geelong Road) and Kororoit Creek Road. 


The board wants it for a new 
trotting track, ‘ 

It could replace the Royal 
Showgrounds as Melbourne's 
major trotting venue. 

In a letter, the Trotting Con- 
trol Board has asked the Minis- 
ter of Lands, Mr. J. C. M. Bal- 
four, if the Department of 
Crown Lands and Survey will ac- 
cept an application for occu- 
pancy of the Jand. 

Since then, the Secretary of 
Lands, Mr. A. J. Holt, has’ said 
the department was preparing 
a comprehensive report on the 
move. 

In due course, this would be 
presented to the trotting board. 

Mr. Holt says he expects the 
report to be submitted to Mr. 
Balfour within three or four 
weeks. 

He said the land was originally 
sel aside for a noxious trades 
area. 

But now it is regarded as un- 
reserved Crown land. 

The proposed site is a little 
over three and a_ half miles 
from Altona'’s main shopping 
centre in Pier Street. 

It is 10 miles from the city— 
and only a few miles from the 
proposed $40,000,000 Lower 
Yarra Bridge. 

If the site gets the OK, Altona 
will become the headquarters of 
trotting in Victoria. 

At present, the board has it’s 
offices at the showgrounds in 
Ascot Vale. 

It pays rent to the Royal Agri- 
cultural Society which owns the 
showgrounds. 

This costs about $50,000 a 
year. 

The board has a solid_inter- 
est in the showgrounds. It still 
owes about $400,000 on the mem- 
ber’s and public grandstand 
there. 

But the showgrounds has a 
great disadvantage above all, as 
far as trotting men are con- 
cerned, 7 

It has only a_ three-furlong 
track, and this is considered un- 
suitable for high-speed trotting 
and pacing events. 

So any move to Altona would 
mean great improvements in 
the standard of trotting mect- 
ings in Melbourne. 





ALTONA STATION.

quent service on the existing 
line.

Union Carbide 


Last Thursday employees lunching in 
the canteen at Union Carbide were 
startled by an ethylene gas explosion 
which occurred in the polyethylene plant 


of Union Carbide. 


[It has been established that ethylene gas leaked 
into a concrete cell forming an explosive mixture 


with the air present. 


This cell, which is intended to 
protect personnel from the high 
pressure equipment which is in- 
stalled inside it, has-an open 
top so that the explosion blew 
upwards out of harm's way and 
no one was injured. 


However, the gases from the 
safety valves which automati- 
cally operated, were ignited and 
caused spectacular flares some 
20ft. high. These were extingu- 
ished when the safety venting 
was completed. The resulting 
fire within the concrete cel! was 
quickly extinguished by the 
works firecrew and metropolitan 
fire brigade and mutual aid

APPRENTICESHIP 
NEEDS 


The Minister of Labour and 
Industry, The Hon. V. F. Wilcox, 
today released details relating 
to the intake of apprentices for 
1967, : 


Mr. Wilcox said that while final 
figures would not be available 
for some weeks, preliminary 
figures indicated that Victoria 
was likely to have a shortage 
of applicants in the trades of 
fitting and turning, boilermaking, 
sheet metal, printing wood 
machining and the furniture 
trades, whereas a surplus of ap- 
plicants appeared likely in the 
trades of motor mechanics, car- 
pentry and joinery and other 
building trades and in ladies’ 
hairdressing. 


The position in country areas 
is still not clear, Mr. Wilcox 
said, but it is expected that Gee- 
long will again be faced with a 
surplus of applicants. In an en- 
deavour to reduce this surplus, 
arrangements had been made to 
place a large number of appli- 
cants in the Footscray area. 


- Mr. Wilcox added that on pre- 


sent indications Victoria was 
likely to have a record number 
of apprentices in employment 
in 1967. However, the increase 
in the number of applicants 
would only appear consistent 
with the increased number of 
school-leavers. The expected 
figure of 22 per cent. intake of 
school-leavers did not represent 
an overall gain over previous 
years, and would still appear in- 
sufficient to meet the needs of 
Victoria’s continuing industrial 
expansion. 


Mr. Wilcox commended the 
efforts of employer organisations 
to interest young people in a 
career through apprenticeship 
and was optimistic that these 
endeavours, in association with 
those of the Apprenticeship Com- 
mission, would. in the not too 
distant future. assist industry 
in obtaining the apprentices it 
needed. 


Mr. Wilcox concluded by say- 
ing that it was unfortunate that 
the annual close-down of -indus- 
try co-incided with a period 
when apprenticeship applicants 
were seeking employment; many 
of these. discouraged at finding 
an employer's premises closed 
for such a long period, drifted 
off into other occupations and: 
thus a section of Victoria's ap- 
prenticeship potential was lost 
each year. 





PETROCHEMICALS 
AND ALTONA 


The greatest concentration of 
petrochemical companies in Aus- 
tralia is at Altona. 


The 24 companies have 27 
plants in operation, under con- 
struction or planned in 1966. Ten 
of the plants are established in 
Altona. 


These figures are revealed in 
the 1966 issue of ‘‘Oil and Aus- 
tralia 1966.” 


A breakdown’ of the figures 
between States shows 12 com- 
panies have plants in Victoria, 
12 in New South Wales, one each 
in South Australia, Queensland 
and Western Australia.

Most other Melbourne municipalities 
have increased their rates but nowhere 
near the big rise in Altona. 


Late fast year the shire council increased it's 
rate from 10 cents in the dollar to 13.5 cents. 


This was an increase of 35 per cent. 





What does the increase mean 
for. Altona ratepayers? 

It means that they will be pay- 

ing an average of $16 more than 
they did last year, according to 
the shire secretary, Mr. J. W. 
Waters. 
There was one increase higher 
than Altona, but this’ was on low- 
rate rural properties in other- 
wise built-up areas. 

This was in the east ward of 
Springvale. 
|} Here the jump was.a huge 

41.84 per cent. The-rate increase 

was from 1.41 cents in the dollar 
to 2 cents, rated on unimproved 
capital value. 
The nearest percentage in- 
crease was 31.42 per cent. for the 
urban areas of East and West 
Doncaster. 


It is hard to compare the 
rates in council which work 
on “net annual value” with 
those councils which work on 
“unimproved capital value.” 
But this is the picture of the 

14 Melbourne councils which use 
the net annual valuations. 

While Altona’s rates are now 
13.5 cents in the dollar, it's 
neighbour, Williamstown, is fat 
worse off. 

In Williamstown the rate is 
16.5 cents in the dollar. 

After Williamstown, four 
other councils have higher 
rates than Altona in the NAV 
group. 

These are Melbourne City, 
Footscray, Sunshine and Colling- 
wood.

The carnation would rank tops in any 


flower garden. 


It is not impossible to grow carnations to per- 


fection. 
\ 


The carnation is a pr 





erennial plant that should 


not stand for more, than three or four years in one 


place: ‘ 


By then it becomes stragly and 
unkempt. It is also more sub- 
ject then to disease. 


* Carnations require good, well- 
drained soil and an open, sunny 
position. 

‘ Supports should be given to 
the plants early before they flop 


rover and become misshapen. 


, Carnations like lime. Apply 
half an ordinary trowel full to 
the square yard. Rake it in well 
and water. 


: Superphosphate is a well- 
balanced fertiliser for carna- 
tions. 


|. Carnations, when young, should 
be pinched back if they produce 
early flowering spikes. The idea 
is to get plants to produce nice, 
shrubby growth. 


Cuttings of carnations are very 
Strip cuttings off the 
lower leaves and a small heel 
of green wood, about a quarter 
of an inch. Firm these into ver- 
miculite or course sand. Keep 
moist and as soon as roots de- 
velop, lift plants and set them 
in good, loamy soil. 


: Another way is to “ayer.” 


' This is done by pegging down 
low lying branches of carnations 
after slitting the underneath side 
of .the latteral growth with a 
sharp knife. Moist soil should 
be mounded over the portion to 
be layered and a large stone 
placed on top to prevent the 
layered portion moving while 
taking root. Cuttings can be 
taken any time of the year. 


: Carnations are obtainable in a 
wide variety of colour. They keep 
well and are a fine decoration in 
the house or garden. 


The term perennial méans the 
plants have an effective life of 
three years or more. Some of 
them, under ideal conditions, 


‘/may remain more or less per- 


manently. Annuals is the term 
used for plants which complete 
their span of life in one year. 
Most annuals bloom withiny 
three to four months after sow- 
ing of the seed and by about six 
months their flowering is stopped 
and when the seed pods have 
matured the plants die. 


BIENNIALS 


Biennials are plants which un- 
der normal conditions live for 
two years. Like annuals, they 
flower freely the first year. But 
at the end of the first flowering 
the foliage dies off until the next 
season when the plant comes to 
life again. 


When the second flowering sea- 
son ends the plant dies out the 
same way as an annual,

Local manufacture of ethylene 
from petroleum dates from 1961 
when the plant of Altona Petro- 
chemical Company came on 
stream.

As well as ethylene, of which 
it can produce 46,000 tons a year, 
the plant produces butadiene 
(capacity—21,000 tons a year) 
and other hydrocarbons which 
are returned to the refinery for 
blending in regular petroleum 
products.

complex. Union Carbide takes 
some for conversion into low 
density polyethylene, from which 
plastic film and soft plastic 
articles are made. The new 
plant of Hoechst Chemicals, just 
coming on stream now, makes 
high density polyethylene. The 
capacities of these two plants 
are 15,000 and 12,000 tons a year 
respectively. 

The third buyer of ethylene at 
Altona is C.S.R.C.-Dow, which 
uses it for the manufacture of 
ethylene dichloride and ethyl 
benzene. The ethylene dichlo- 
ride is supplied to B.F. Goodrich- 
C.S.R. Chemicals for the produc- 
tion of polyvinyl chloride (PVC 
plastic). C.S.R.C.-Dow converts 
the ethyl benzene into styrene 
which is sold to two other com- 
panies within the Altona com- 
plex. C.S.R.C.-Dow also manu- 
factures polystyrene frorn sty- 
rene monomer at Altona and at 
Rhodes, N.S.W. 

Australian Synthetic Rubber 
Company copolymerises styrene 
with butadiene from Altona Pet- 
rochemical in the manufacture 
of SBR rubber. Capacity is 
30,000 tons a year. or more when 
oil-extended rubber is taken in- 
to account. 

The new Altona plant of Bado- 
col Chemicals converts styrene 
into expandable _ polystyrene, 
another plastic used for making 
insulating, packaging and other 
materials. 


SYDNEY PLANTS 

From its Silverwater, Sydney, 
plant, where a petroleum fed- 
stock from Boral’s Matraville 
refinery is cracked. PACCAL 
supplies ethylene to the neigh- 
houring plant of Australian Pet- 
rochemicals for the manufacture 
of styrene. F 
The other raw material re- 
quired for styrene production is 
benzene, supplied to Australian 
Petrochemicals by Commercial 
Solvents which separates it from 
a mixture of liquid aromatic 
hydro-carbons obtained from 
PACCAL. ‘ 
Customers for the styrene made 


clude Monsanto Chemicals (Aus- 
tralia) which converts it into 
polystrene at West Footscray, 
Melbourne, and Phillips Imper- 
ial Chemicals in whose new plant 
at Kurnell ‘styrene is used in the 
manufacture of styrene-butadi- 
ene rubber. : 

The Phillips Imperial plant 
can produce 15,000 to 20 000 tons 
a year of synthetic rubbers, in- 
cluding the poly-butadiene rub- 
ber. The butadiene comes from 
the ICIANZ plant. at Botany. 

Although it is the first com- 
pany to make polybutadiene syn- 
thetic rubber in Australia, it will 
shortly be joined in this field 
by Australian Synthetic ‘Rubber 
Company whose $4,000,000 ex- 
Pansion project at its Altona 
plant is almost completed. 

A section of Phillips Imperial’s 
plant makes carbon black, capa- 
city for which is an estimated 
10,000 to 15,000 tons a year. 
This unit is Australia’s third car- 
bon black plant. 

The first was set up by Aus- 
tralian Carbon Black at Altona 
and began operating in 1959, with 
a capacity of 13,400 tons a year. 
This was doubled in 1961 and 
further extensions completed last 
year took capacity to 38,000 tons 
a year. The plant operated by 
Continental Carbon Australia at 
Kurnell, which came on stream 
last June, has a capacity of 
13,400 tons a year. 

Carbon black is used mainly 
as a toughening agent in rubber 
tyres and other rubber and plas- 
tic goods. It is also used as a 
pigment in paints and inks. 

At its Altona and Adelaide re- 
fineries Petroleum Refineries 
(Australia) has units for the 
production of sulphur, the bulk 
of which is taken -by manufac- 
turers of sulphuric acid.

1.—Earthworms when mature 
will produce an egg capsule 
every seven to 10 days. Each 
capsule contains from one to 
twenty worms, although five to 
seven worms would be about the 
average. The young worms in 
the capsule take about thirty 
days to hatch out. An egg cap- 
sule looks remarkably like a 
single pearl tapioca, and the 
newly hatched worms look Jike 
quarter inch threads of black 
cotton. 5 

2.—Earthworms are bisexual 
and while every worm is capable 
of laying eggs, these must be 
fertilised by another worm. 

3.—The ordinary garden worm 
(fiat-tail or gilttail) will mature 
in about four months. s 

4—If an earthworm is ac- 
cidentally cut in half, the head 
may grow a new tail, but the 
tail cannot grow a new head. 

5.—Earthworms do not have 
eyes, but they are extremely 
sensitive to light, hence the 
habit of turning floodlights on 
the worm beds at night to pre- 
vent the worms from wandering 
when the ground is damp with 
dew or rain. 

6.——Earthworms will eat and 
grow fat on decaying vegetables, 
fruits (not citrus), leaf mould, 
chick food, poultry laying mash 
(ideal for breeding because of 
its meat meal content), lard, and 
decaying manure. 

7,.—Earthworms must be pro- 
tected from field mice and rats 
which will soon decimate the 
worm colony. 

8.—Earthworms consume their 
own weight in food each day, 
and by weighing a thousand of 
them the breeder can quickly 
assess the amount of food to be 
placed on the pits each week 
or fortnight. 

9.—Earthworms packed for the 
trade should be placed in ice 
cream cartons into which has 
been put damp (not wet) sphag- 
num and peat moss. The latter 
should be placed in first and 
should take up about half the 
space in the container. 

10.—Rain water is best for 
worms: well water next best; 
with water pumped from a river 
or spring the last choice. Tap 
water is usually disastrous, as 
the worms will die during the 
summer when a lot of watering 
is needed. : 
11.—Shade is essential as sun- 
ny spots seriously curtail the 
growth of the worms. 

12.—Always leave the covers 
off of a night when it is raining 
and keep the light shining on 
the walls of the pits, otherwise 
you'll lose a few thousand 
worms overnight. 

13.—Food must always be 
placed on top of the worm 
beds and scattered so that it is 
in a thin layer. 

14.—Always use a light fork 
for digging your worms--never 
use a spade, 

15.—Earthworms castings are 
the best fertiliser known, 
and vegetables have been grown 
by gardeners planting their 
seedlings in the castings. 

16,—Earthworms do not grow 
or breed in hard packed soil. 
Straw, rice or wheat hulls added 
to the pits help to keep the soil 
friable. ~
